totalling $42,735,000. This figure 
is $3,000,000 more than last year, 
but is $19,265,000 under the sum 
of departmental requests. 

The Board outspokenly left the 
charity problem up to the Fed¬ 
eral government’s $4,880,000,000 
public works program in an effort 
to quash what had appeared to 
be a certain extreme raise in 
county tax rate. 

As it is ,the tentative budget 


allows $19,272,000 for charities, 
as compared with last year’s 
$16,035,000. The department re¬ 
quest was for the huge sum of 
$38,255,000, which was estimated 
necessary if the county were to 
absorb the entire dole burden 
from the government.

In the first round of the bat¬ 
tle—and the 1935 session was 
undoubtedly only the preliminary 
test of strength—the results were 
as follows: 

1.—State highway unification 
program, designed to bring all 
county roads into the State sys 
tern and abolish local highway 
construction—defeated! A victory 
for the home-rule group, with the 
County Supervisors Association 
of California and the California 
State Automobile Association as 
outstanding members of this

The deep rosy-pink 
variety is the most attractive, to 
my notion. Be sure to plant them 
in a sunny place. 


I S home-rule—California’s tradi¬ 
tional policy of local control 
of local government—headed 
for the discard? 

Viewing the unmistakable trend 
toward centralization of govern¬ 
mental powers in the State, as 
evidenced in repeated efforts to 
consolidate county and city fun- 
tions with related State functions 
—that question becomes one of 
the moat thought-provoking and 
controversial issues brought to 
focus by the. 1935 State Legisla¬ 
ture. 

Champions of home-rune, to be 
sure, won four of the five ma¬ 
jor skirmishes on the moot is¬ 
sue in the recent legislative ses¬ 
sion, but the advocates of State- 
rule, on the other hand,drove an 
entering wedge for their cause 
with a victory for the State au¬ 
tomobile tax of $1.75 per $100, 
in lieu of the present local per¬ 
sonal property tax. 

From the farmer’s standpoint 
the State auto tax, without doubt, 
is preferable to an ad valorem 
tax, but it is also true that the 
policy thus established may lay 
the basis for further r&ids on 
county and city revenue sources 
when State income needs replen¬ 
ishing. 

Generally speaking ,the fight 
on the home-rule versus State- 
rule issues resolved itself into a 
campaign by the first group to 


I RRIGATE carefully now. See 
that the basins under trees 
and shrubs are large enough 
so that all the roots will have 
water .The basins should be as 
wide as the spread of the 
branches of trees and shrubs.

They like hot weather and 
can be planted near hot sunny 
walls where many plants would 
bum up with the reflected heat. 

Use the lavender pink trailing 
lantana to cover ground, for 
parkings, banks, for trailing over

"Black scale throughout the 
county will be ready for treat- 
I ment by the latter part of July 
or the first part of August. In 
festations have increased over 
last year in most of the dis¬ 
tricts. In some areas the con¬ 
dition is so severe that special 
treatments will undoubtedly have 
to be applied in order to again 
secure control. Groves having ex¬ 
ceptionally uneven sizes of fruit 
or extreme off-hatch scale con¬ 
ditions will need special attention 
or the proper timing of treat¬ 
ments. Keep in touch with your 
Agricultural Inspector for the 
best time for treatment in your 
grove,” says a joint statement to 
citrus growers by the Agricul¬ 
tural commissioner and the Fruit 
Growers Exchange. 

For several years when gToves 
were comparatively clean of black 
scale the tendency was to re¬ 
duce dosages and the amounts of 
materials used per tree, the state¬ 
ment continues, and in order to 
protect the trees in a majority 
of the groves this year it will be 
necessary to maintain the maxi¬ 
mum dosage of materials, making 
a thorough application and pay¬ 
ing particular attention to tops 
as well as bottoms. Growers are 
cautioned to be sure that they 
are using materials that are 
adequate and that dosages and 
amounts of materials are suffi¬ 
cient.
